‘Two of the Injured Die From 
the Effects of Their Wounds. 























Engineer W. H: Brouskill and Mail 
Clerk Robert E. Curran Succumb— 
The Latter leaves a Young Wife-— 
The Cause of the Runaway Not 
Explained — An Inquest Will Be 
Held. 


© \ Owen Sound, Juno’ 3.—On Sunday 
occurred the second death in connec- 
tion with the railway wreck in the 
Canadian Pacific yards on Friday 
night, the victim bei Robert E, 
Curran, the railway mail clerk. 
The wreck occurred at midnight, 
. when a freight engine suddenly start- 
ed of its own accord from the round- 
house and collided with a passenger 
train running at 60 miles an hour. 
Engincer Brouskill of Toronto was 
so badly hurt that he died in a short 
time, and Curran and eight others 
were injured 
When Curran was taken to the hos- 
pital on Friday night, it was thought 
that beyond a fractured collar-bone 
this injuries were unimportant, but 
he evidently received a blow on 
the head, as a Igmorrhage, resulting 
in compression of the brain, is given 
as the cause of death. 
On Saturday on inquest was opened 
on the remaina of Engineer Brous- 
kill and adjourned until Friday even- 
ing. The body was taken to Toronto 
by the 3.10 express by Conductor John 
Anderson and A. J. Veale of the To- 
ronto Carpet Co., brothers-in-law, and 
Norman Craig, undertaker of Toronto. 
Superintendent C. E. Murphy, Engi- 
necr Hertzberg and Traveling I.oco- 
motive Engincer J, R. Spragge and Dr. 
Beatty, chief physician, came up on 
the morning express. 
_ Had there not been a slight up-grade- 
for the runzway engine to climb be- 
fore it reached the point where the 
accident occurred, the disaster must 
have been much more serious. Half- 
a-mile farther up the track is Mur- 
xay’s Curve, with ils steep embank- 
monts, and the consequences ,had the 
moeting taken place there can only 
‘be imagined. 
Engineer Griffith and Pireman Poe 
say that when they Icft the engine, 
after bringing in the freight train, it 
was in perfect control, Griffiths stat- 
ing that he crawled under and made 
~ the usual inspection before booking 
in.

He saw no one aroun 
the engine, ard he was working on 
another a fow feet away When it 
started he ran to the. telephone to 
get the despatcher to hold the train 
at Chatsworth.

Ottawa, June 1—A_ Frencii-Cana- 
dian Ministerialist member talking on 
the situation thinks that the Govern- 
ment would like to ask the Governor-

June 8 before making a definite deci- 
sion. There are two reasons, he says, 
for this belief, and he predicta that 
Ihe new Parliaruent wil! be elected 
j beforg July 20. 

What he says is that the Govern- 
ment will dawdle along thia week 
making effort to get supply. This wil! 
undoubtedly be refused, bet if the 
provincial elections of Ontario ant 
Quebec should result in the weaken- 
ing of Whitney and the strengthen- 
ing of Gouin, Sie Wilfrid would re- 
gard carly in July as an opportune 
time to appeal. 3 

If the provincial contests show the 
Ontario Conservatives to be as pow- 
erful as ever and the Quebre Minia- 

, try_less popular, the Federal Conser- 
; Yatives will continue the obstruction 
} and force the Prime Minister to go to 
the country. So that, ne matter 
| which way the elections go, there 


should be a dissolution. 

It.is the general opinion that very 
little busineas will be done this week. 
| Today. Sir Wilfrid, will submit his 
resolution to begin morning sittings on 
Tuesday. This will be contested, but

Sweet Peas From the Frame. 

Here is what a woman did last year 
with her cold frame that she might 
have .her, favorite sweet pead before 
they possibly could be grown outdoors:

In, fact. it Is for just this rea- 
son that the sirup that may be pre- 
pared by the following recipe Ls one 
of the greatest of household conven- 
fenees; It 1s dellclous, but, what Is still 
more Important, It enables one to pro- 
cure 2 supply of lemonade Mterally ata 
moment's noilce, says the May Deline- 
ator: Extract the julce from a dozen 
large lemons; grate the rind of six of 
the lemons and add [t to the juice 
Let the mixture stand for twelve hours 
or overnight. In the morning make a 
thick sirup of granulated sugar and 
water, using about six pounds of the 
sugar and just as little water as pos- 
sible, a8 the sirup inust be both thick 
and smooth. When it has cooled, strain 
the lenon Juice Into it. Bottle in glass, 
being certain that the tops are secure 
and alr tight. In making lemonade 
with this sirup place a little crushed 
ice in the bottom of a tall glass, add 
one of two teaspoonfuls of the sirup, 
necording to taste, and fill with elther 
carbonated or plain water. 

This sirup may also be used succcss- 
fully In making cakes, ples, puddings, 
custards, ete, being a most economical 
method of utilizing: lemons, as it en- 
ables the cook to obtain absolutely tho 
full value of uf sugar and fruit. 
Surely this fs a fact worthy of consid- 
eration by the economical housewife.

Where Clothespins Come From. 
Tucked away in-the northeast corner 
of Maine is a good sed town where 
the people make their liring from 
clothespins and pall bandics. Some of 
us may have wondered where all the 
clothespins come from which are used 
by the housewives throughout the coun- 
try°on wash day. This Malne~town 
makes more clotbespins than any other 
Place In the world, while the bulk of 
the, wooden handles which are strung 
on the wifS bales by which we carry 
pails and other receptacles” also come 
from Bryant Pond, the name of the 
Yankee community. 

‘The first process in the manufacture 
of the clothespins os pall handles 1s to 
saw the logs Into Jengths of about two 
and one-half feet each. These lengths 
are rapidly split by another sat into 
thin slabs, which are in turn converted 
inte Jong square strips by gang saws. 
Deft bands toss these strips into a re- 
volving drum, which bears them against 
still other saws and turns them out in 
the form of obiong blocks. Failing 
upon a moving belt, the blocks are 
whirled away to a number of ‘lathes. 
If the blocks are to become pall han- 
dies they are dSored tn a most ingenious 
fashion on Isthes ruuning at a high 
Tate of speed. If they are destined for 
clothespins they are simply turned into 
the desired shape. 

From the lathes a belt conveys the 
clothespins to a “slotter,” which rapid- 
ty clits the slot; the pins emerge with 
two symmetrical legs and are swiftly 
borne by st!ll a third belt to. the upper 
floor.

Oa the morning of March 31, 1644. a 
man of clerkly appearance might Hare 
been seen standing at the entrance to 
the dilapidated fortress of New Arm- 
sterdam with a sheaf of official papers 
in his hand.

Peculiar Custem ef Half Burying Ba- 
bies In Sand, 

English officer who bas been on 
maby exploring trips through South 
America told recently of a surprising 
scene he had witnessed far in the inte.

“I had come to a point,” he sald, 
“where my best guides were dead or 
sick, I needed help to push on to my 
goaL An Amazon rillage was near, 
and to this J repaired. 

“Not a man was at home. The vil- 
lage was in charge of the women—tall, 
bronze colored, handsome females— 








each with one or two bables at her | 


heels, They were folly bables, if born 


in slavery. They laughed up in your - 
face, and they were clean, because they | 


did not wear clothes and were taught 
to ve in the water as much as on the 
land. 

“I made the women understand that 


I wished to be guided over'ten miles : 


more of the stream, und four of them 
volunteered to do the work for me for 


the equivalent of $2 in our money. I ; 


accepted. 

“Then came the funny things about 
thelr bables. Euch woman had two. 
They scooped out holes tn the sand ju 
the shade and set the bables in them. 
‘then they heaped send about them 
uotll it rose to their armpits, Their 
heads, arms and hands were free, 1 
Inquired if the babies could not dig 
thelr way out. My informant sald they 
would not try to. They would play 
with the sand about them until they 
Were asleep, but would not attempt to 
get away. 

The mothers guided us well ond 
when we were safe, with 2 ware of 
thelr hands, plunged into the bush and 
started on a dog trot for their village. 
I bave scen babies roped up, caged and 
harnessed to keep them in bounds, but 
this was the first time I ever saw them 
planted.” 





The Centenary of the Waltz. 

It is said in Paris that this year of 
grace 31908 marks, among other anni- 
versaries of more or less Interest, that 
of the valse, or waltz, A certain M. 
de Trenis, “the irresistible Trenia,” as 
he was often called, is credited with 
the Introduction of the waltz, having 
for his partner a beautiful creole nam- 
ed.

It seems, however, to have been some 
tlme before soclety took to waltzing, 
both men and their partners being 
somewhat shy of an exhibition which 
was apt to end Ip a disaster, such as 
that which bappened at Mme. Reca- 
mier’a when an impetuous norice upset 
a chiffonter covered with precious por- 
celain, 

Poor M, de Trenis himself was never 
destined to see his invention popular 
ized. He had turned so often and so 
swiftly In the mazes of his waltz that 
he lost his brain.

Tondon, Jane 3.—Gen, Redvers 
Buller, who has been ill for some 
weeks, is dead. He was bern in 1839, 

Gen, Buller entered the army in 
1853, and in 1891 he had risen to the 
rank of lieutenant-general. He saw 
active service in many parts of the 
world. He served in China in 1460, 
in the Ashanti war in 1874 in. the 
Kailir war, in the Zulu war in 1878- 
79; he was in South Africa in 1881, 
and in Egypt in 1822. and was: pres- 
ent at the battle of Tel-El-Kebir; he 
also fought in the Soudan war in 
teS4, and was Under Secretary for Ire- 
land in 1887, 

He became well known during the 
Boer war as the man who zelieved 
Ladysmith. He went out South 


manding the forees in South Africa, 
and afterwards as gencral officer &m- 
manding in Natal. He conducted the 
operations for the relief of Ladysmith, 
which was successfully accomplished 
after an investment rif 119 days, and 
subsequently he conducted the oper- 
ations that resulted in the expulsion 
of the Bocr army from Natal. 


In April Gen. Buller contracted a 


chill in London, and this indisposi- 
tion was followed by a severe attack 
of jaundice and other complications. 
Early in May a hopeful view of his 
Tecovery was entertained by his phy- 
sician, and the turn for the worse was 
unexpected. 

Gen. Buller married Lady Audrey?

Service In Canada. 

The late Gen. Buller, during his 
long military career, saw a great deal 
of service in Canada. He came out 
here with his regiment, the GOth Royal 
Rifles, which came-to Canada during 
the Fenian raid troubles of 1566, and 
later accompanied the four companies 
of that famous cores, which formed 
part of the Red Riyer expedition of 
1870, under Col., now Field Marshal 
Wolseley. ~ It waa’ that expedition 
which first established the reputation 
of Lord Wolseley as a soldier, and it 
was also in the course of that cam- 
paign, with its wonderful record of the 
march of the Canadian and Imperial 
troops through the wilderness that 
then existed between Port Arthur and 
Fort Garry, that Buller first attracted 
the attention of Lord Wolseley. 

Three yeara Inter, when Wolseley 
was selecting his officers for the Ash- 
anti expedition, he remembered Buller 
and chose him as one of his staff on 
that campaivn in West Africa. 

Capt, Buller was for three years 
stationed at London, Ont., for the 
Intelligence department, and made a 
thorough study of Western Ontaric.

BIG GAME IN CANADA 


WILDS ARE BEING DEPLETED OF 
ANIMAL LIFE. 





Dr. Hornaday Makes Eloquent Plea 
For Preservation—Wild Creatures 
WItl Soen Be. Extinct—Unrestrict- 
‘ed Killing Must Be Stopped—Game 
Constitutes a Valuable Asset tothe 


Country. 
Dr. W. F. Hornaday, director of the 
Bocijety’ of New York, re- 
cently lectured on “Big Game in 
pe es Columbia,” before an audi- 
enée of two thousand people in the 
anaes Hall of Toronto Univers 
J. 
Dr. Hornaday, in opening, said the 
padience 


splendid w was a fine compli- 
ment to a { cause, the heen 
tion of life. He said came, 


not to present arguments in favor of 
the cause of reer peor i all mere 
fs reac upon that, bu present a 
bird's-eye view of 'the whole situation. 
In this general survey, the first im- 
pression was the wild creatures being 
driven to the wall,—killed off faster 
than they could eehiey This, of 
course, would mean their ultimate de- 
struction. It was a‘ grand thing to 
seo England away ahead of the Unit- 
od States in the matter of preserva- 
tion. In Alaska they had great diffi- 
culty in preserving the wild creatures, 
while in Bonth Africa there was ao 
whole string of preserves from north 
to south. 

The necessity for the protection of 
wild life was now generally conceded. 
In civilized countries the da: 
limited, unrestricted killing had gone 
by, because guns and gunners had in- 
creased in such enormous numbers 
that if let alone, slaying and to slay, 
in about ten years’ time tho wild: life 
of every accessible region would be 
utterly and entirely. swept away. In 
the United States alone about 500,000 
shot guns are sold angually, while 
the numBer of shot cartridges fired 
eadth year in the» Uni States 
amounted to about 7,000,000. He was 
glad to note that five provinces in 
Canada had barred the aatomatic ahot- 
gun. He appealed to the school 
teachers to instruct the youth in the 
desire for the preservation of game, 
and jts necessity. “Teach them,” 
said he, “that without the birds to 
help us fight the ‘insect world, and 
the destructive quadrupeds, man could 
Sgareely inhabit the earth.” 

‘The wild life of America ia not 
wholly ours to do with as we please, 
a fair part of it is ours, yea; but the 
remainder we hold in trust for the 
mystorious future.

of un- 


the wild creatures of North America 
are now being destroyed, 50. years 
hence there will be no large game left 
in the United States nor in Canada 
outside 
serves.” 

The sale of game was incompatible 
with the perpetual preservation of 
@ proper stock of gamé, and it should 
be prohibited by laws-and by public 
sentiment. In the settled civi- 


lized regions of North America, there 
was no real necessity for the con. 


jot rigidly protected game pre- 


sumption of wild game for human 
food; nor any go excuse for the 
sole of game for food purposes. An 
Indian now had no more right to kill 
wild game or to subsist upon it all 
the year round than any white man 
in the same locality, 

“S game-butcher is an undesirable 
citizen,” said the lecturer. The high- 
est purpose which the killing of 
wild game and game fiahes can here- 
alter be made of service is in furn- 
ishing objects to overworked man 
for camping and tramping trips in 
the wilds. If rightly conserved, tho 
faine constitutes a valuable nsset to 
the country which possesses it. 

“An ideal hunting trip consists of 
cool comrade, firré country, and a 
few trophies per hunter. Tho 
hunter jis the man who finds the 
frame, kills the least, and leaves 
ad him no wounded animals, Tho 
hilling of female-hoofed animals, save

Wherevet 
man declared a game preserve, the 
wild ‘animals quickly found it out, 
and adjusted their lives accordingly. 
He instanced Yellowstone Park, now 
housing 30,000 elk, 1,500 antelope, and 
20% mountain sheep; as an instance 
of preservation, 

He said that in British Columbia 
preservation was necded for the big 
game. _ From the great Kootenay 
country the elk and-muln deer liad 
been almost exterminated, and the 
mountain sheep was going fast, and 
it was not the sportsmen so much 
as tho residents who were doing the 
damage, ‘ 

He then pointed ont that Canada 
needs sanctuaries for water fowl and 
fame birds. -The United States had 
ulready taken action in this regard. 

‘An area in British Columbia con- 
taining 450 square miles, would like

the preservation of gamo. This tract 
ix named Great ‘Mountain Pairk.

It Is of about 
the same use to us as the pearl In the 
undiscovered oyster or truth at the bot- 
tom of her well. 

_ But any one who will dig into. the 
lately Issued government report on 
farm animals will find this clear fact— 
that on Jan. 1, 1903, the average value 
per head of mules throughout the coun- 
try was greater than the average 
value of any other class of animals 
kept on farms.

Furthermore, it is possible for the 
collector to secure examples of early 
Georgian and so callel Queen Anne 
work in Sheffichl .plate, while the 
rarity and bigh money value of ellver- 
ware of that period make fts acquls!- 
tlon extremely difficult. Shellicld plate 
historically and artistically isax worthy 
of a place beside old china and old 
mahogany as fg old silverware, 
In 1742 one Thomas Bolsover of 
Shefficld, England, described in the 
histories as an “Ingenious micchanic,” 
accidentally fused some silver and cop- 
per while repairing a knife. He began | 
experimenting. seeking for a method of | 
plating copper with silver for the man- 
ufacture of small articles, In 1743, to- 
gether with Joseph Wilson, be set up a 
factory for the manufacture of buec- 
kles, snuffboxes and knife handles. 

Joseph Hancock soon got hold of the 
secret and, perfecting it, demonstrated } 
that it was possible to imltate the 
finest and most richly ethbossed silver- 
Ware. Settling in SheMeld, be started 
the manufacture of all sorts of domes- 
tie pleces. Beginning modestly with 
horsepower, he later added water pow- 
er for the rolling process.

The In- 
vestigator, in company with the En- 
terprine, went ont by way of Lancaster 
Sound, and wintered at Leopold I+ 
land, near the northeast point of North 
Devon. The two ships made a Sruit- 
leas search, and in the following year 
caine back. By this time the Govern- 
ment and the wholg nation were in a 
ecndition of reckless detertnination to 
solve the mystery; it had to be solved, 
Plans for a renewed effort were im- 
mediately settled. Captain Coinson 
was given the command, with the En- 
ferprise as the senior officer's ship, 
and McClure, who bad shown himaelf 
well fitted for the post by his resource: 
fulness and energy, wus given the 
command of the companion veel, 
the old Investigator. The vessels sail- 
ed from Plymouth on Jan. 20, 1359, 
“and since that eventful day no one in 
England has cast eye on the former 
little man-of-war—she is only of 500 
of 600 tons displacement. Three 
months later the ships passed into 
the Pacific, and in a gale beeame secp- 
arated, never to mect again. McClure 
reached Honolulu on July 1, to dis- 
cover that the Enterpsise had gone on 
ahead of him. The summer was wan- 
ing, und the search wks a despezate 
one. With a new program drawn up 
McClure urged the Investigator for- 
ward into the Arctic region. He press- 
ed along the north coaxt'of America, 
and then turned’ to the northeast, 
passing through Prince of Wales’ 
Strait, until he was brought up. by 
the ice in Melyile Sound. He had 
no alternative but to turn the nose of 
the Investigator south again, and de 
termined to make all his preparations 
for wintering. McClure’s efforta were

He traversed Banks’ Iand-to- its &x- 
treme northeast point. and then from 
the top of a hill, about 500 feet hich, 
he and his companions looked acroxa 
the fields of ice to Melville Island 
and to Parry's “'Farthést'’’ of | 1320, 
and saw that land lay in between.

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DON HUNGRY AND PENNILESS. 





Was Once. Successful and Wealthy— 
Carried Out Some. Colossal Frauds 
—Found Dupes In All Walks of Life 
—Posed as 

"Served Term of Fourteen Years In 
Prison. age) 


One of the most notorious, unscru- 


modern’ times’ has died, hungry and 
penniless, in a London lodging-house. 
‘Few men have made money more 
easily. than did. Richard nyou 
Benham, and few have left more’ vic- 
tims in their wake than he did. He 
‘found dupes in’ all walks of life, from 
the modest investor of a few shillings 
to Cabinet Ministers. 
was the son of a solicitor’s 
clerk, and first came into public no- 
tice in 1878, when he founded a high- 
class club in suburban London, which 
has since e a {fashionable resort. 
When starting the club he obtained 
large quantities of goods by fraud, 
representing that he was a landed 
Ms ier of great wealth. : 
Then he went to Brussels with $750, 
which he had obtained from a bank 
manager on the pretence that he was 
anxious to procure certain deeds. In 
the Belgian capital a habit of utter- 
ing fictitious checks led to his arrest, 
and the discovery thit certain leases 























dilly and Charing Cross were for- 
series. : 

In 1884 he established a bank st 
Charing Cross, which he called the 
“Western Bank of London.’’ and, al- 
though this institution did not keep 
its doors open more than about ten 
months, Richard Benhiain was able to 
use it as a means of swindling many 
people in different parts of the coun- 
try. : 

Two years fater Benham commenc- 
ed a series of frauds on the London 
and General Bank, which lasted seven 

ears, and ended in the institution 
losing $245,000, and for this he was 
sent to fourteen years’ penal servitude 
in 1893, his brother Alfred being sen- 
tenced to five years’ hard labor. Of 
this money $220,000 was obtained by 
means of a #urged will. This pur- 
ported to be executed by his father, 
Mark Benjamin Benham, and under 
it Richard was to como into property 
worth more than $500,000. 

From time to time Benham was 
pressed to.prove the will, but he 
made several excuses, and finally 


lost on tho Underground Railway, 

When the London and General 
Bank made inquiries into these mat- 
ters it Yas discovered that Mark Ben- 
jamin Renham, the father, who was 
snid to have felt all this money, had 
not a sixpence in the world when ho 
died. For some years. beforo -his 
death he had occupied an office 
jointly with a solicitor, who, having 
no business himself, lent his name 
t> other people, 

Lenham’s frauds on the London 
and General Bank hastened the down- 
fal! of that institution, and added to 
the general ruin and loss which waa 
inflicted on the hapless victims of the 
iberator Companies, 

All eiroughi the frauds Benham had 

a country house at Tunbridge Wells: 
There he obtained $10,000 from a Mr. 
Roley. Ie established a volunteer fire 
brigade in the town, to which he 
preaented a manual fire engine and a 
complete outfit of uniforms, ete. None 
of these, however, were paid for. . 

Benham’s plausible way and a lav- 
ish display of bogus documents de- 
luded even men of long experience. 
The late Mr. Mundella, who was vice- 
president of the Council for Education 
in Mr. Glndstone’s Government of 
1830 and subsequently President of tho 
Board of Trade, was completely de- 
ceived by his “tall talk,” and the 
Minister's innocent association with 
an enterprise with which Benham was 
connected wrecked (in 1894) his poli- 
tical career. After making ‘in the 
House of Commons a pathetic ox- 
planation of hif position, Mr. Mun- 
delln resigned Office. ey | 

Benham seCured money time and 
again simply by boasting of friend- 
ships with dukes and royal person- 
ages that were purely imaginary. 

One day he went to Victoria Station 
to meet his. sister-in-law, who had 
come from America. As he alighted 
from his hired brougham he met a 
wealthy City man with whom he had 
a slight acquaintance. 

“Just the man I wanted to see,’ 
said Benham. “I am meeting: the 
Duchess of Albany. and am letting 
hor have $25,000. Now, I have only 
$20,000 ready. If I take Her Royal 
Highness into the Grosvenor Hotel 
*can youget me the other five thousand? 
I don’t care a toss: about tho- com- 
mission, as I am about to lend the 
Duke of Connaught $150,000." 

The City man found the money, and 
Benham handed over $1,000, saying 
that- was the commission, and he 
would give it all to his friend. Tho 
latter lost hia $4,000, and sppaxenty 
did not proceed ‘against Benham. for 
fear of ridicule. ; 

On one occasion Benham asked a 
man whom he intended to victimize 
to take a sum of $950 to the bank. 
The man complied, and | naturally 
looked at the pass-book, where ho, saw 

Benham credited with $10,000, Ben- 
hom had prepared for the man’s in- 
quisiliveness by adding @ nought to 
the figures, s . 

At Christmas, 1906, Benham walk- 
ed into the London Trading Bank, en- 
gaged the manager in conversation, 
and said he intended’ to make the 
elarks a present of ten guineas. He 
put down the money, but borrowed 
$50 from the manager and $50 frem 
the secretary. The loans were never 
repaid. e 55 : 

Quite recently Benham started the 
Lincoln’s Inn Bank in Carey: strect, 
and at the time of hia’death detec- 
tives were at his heels in connection 
with its affairs. 

Benham married a lady of means, 
but pyneraere her ‘fortune, - and 
they did not live together, although, 
as the lady explained at the inquest, 
they wera not legally separated. ©

The success attending the use of 
silage In the dairy busincas has’created 
much Interest among beef cattle men. 
Sage furnishes a succulent food, 
which {s quite essential to the: dairy 
cow in keeping her digestive system in 
good condition. ‘The same ‘will | be 
found true for the beéf animal. Twen- 
ty pounds of silage penalay will supply 
all the bulk and water needed in ‘a 
fattening ration. The other roughage 
may consist of cither long fodder or 
mixed hay. The economy of using 
silage for fattening purposes {is well 
brought out. by Professor A. M. Soulo 
of the Virginia station, who has stated 
the following conclusions; ¥ 

“There was a difference of from 3 
to..5 of a pound of grain per bead per 
day In favor of the silage fed cattle, 
They also finished out better ahd In 
any discriminatiog market would cer- 
talnly bring g better price than the 
dry fed cattle. . 

“Of the three forms of roughage fed, 
“the silage was caten with the greatest 
rellsh, and there was absolutely no 
Joss, whereas with the stover the loss 
amounted to 13.5 per cent and with hay 
4.16. per cent. Where a large number 
of animals are fod this would make a 
considerable difference In the cost of 
ration, except that the shredded storer 
ean be ufilized.to advantage for bed- 
ding.”

ed, Good silage of corn Is made when 
the graln has passed the mik stage and 
has commenced to glaze a little. Silage. 
is mayle ‘also from sorghum, corn: and 
cowpeas and pea vines, - :

“Corn stover is used both | shredded 
and unshredded. Ordinarily cattle 
will waste a considerableffquantity 
whichever way it Is fod. The shredded 
fodder Is prepared because the cattle 
eat.a greater percentage of It and the, 
manure is handled more easily.“ Fod- 
der is often’ fed on the ground In’ the 
open pasture eld. to save the hanllog 
of manure, : 

There tg a saving, however, in hay- 
ing the fodder shredded. Usually the 
fecd is taken care of earlier and there 
is less exposure to leaching rains and 
weathering processes, Again, more 
feed can be put jn a smaller space, 
thus requiring less storage space. -

The Bilesoula, Mont. Missoulian 
bas the following, which will be 
read with interest by many in this 
city, where tho MecCruddon boys 
‘Were well-known and will be kindly 
remembered.

Any at- 
ternpt te reopen the old, Dreyfus issue 
at the trial of Louis Gregori, the man 
sho shot the major, they point .out, 
can easily be frustrated as being 
plainty extrancous, On the other 
hand the fury of- the Nationalist pa- 
pers is unbounded. L’Action Fran- 
caise fires a broadside which recalls 
the most exciting days of Dreyfus and 
Boulanger. At the head of its col- 
umna this newspaper prints a state 
ment by Charles Matrras it is likely 
the authorities will investigate. In 
this article the writer says that on 
Wednesday night “a resolute patriot” 
visited M. Daudet and Lieut, Roise-- 
fieury and himself offered to kill Drey- 
fus, but his proposs} was. rejected. 
A leading editorial in this paper ap- 
peals to the country to turn to the 
Duke of Orleans for redress, and con- 
cludes with these words: “Do you de-° 
sire that Zola’s body be ejected from 
the Pantheon? Do you desire to 
march Dreyfus to the execution block? 
If so, invoke your King.” 

The paper also republishes a num- 
ber of London reviews of the Dreyfus 
case, insisting that he is a traitor. 
The decision of the Court ‘of Cassa- 
tion to cut off the time for an appeal, 
the paper says, is illegal and it con- 














cludes its article as, follows: “What § 


we ask for Dreyfus is not six balls 
{rom a revolver, but the twelve bul- 
lets from the execution squad.” . 

Other newspapers declare that Gre- 
fori, much grieved at the death of his 
mother, has lately manifested signs of 
mental derangement. 

Gregori’s sister Is unable to account 
for his act, except that he was car- 
riel away by indignation at the idea 
that the army, to which he has de- 
vowed his life, and which he so pas- 
sionately loved, should salute with its 
flacs the author of “‘Le Dabacle.” She 
s9id her brother latterly had display- 
od. sywotoms of melancholia. The 
authorities aro pursuing their inves- 
tieation with the view o? determining 
whether or ret there ig a lot behind 
te nitamnt.

| Many Nebraska Towns Damaged 
by Violent Storm 
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Worst in Many’ Years-School and Thirty. Houses 
’ Wrecked—Two Churches Destroyed—Rallway Put 
‘Out of Business -Loss at Fairfield’ Exceeds 
$100,000 - Many Families Are Homeless. 


Omaha, Neb., June 8,—The tornado 
which passed over Southern Nebraska 
and portions of Northern Kansas on 
Friday evening was the most destruc- 
tive and covered the most territory of 
any similar storm which has visited 
that region in many years. At least 
twenty-one persons were killed, sev- 
eral were fatally injured and others 
were hurt. In addition, reports say 
that several persons were killed at 
Byron, Neb., and Phillipsburg and 
Courtland, Kas. which towns have 
been cut off from communication. 

The storm was general throughout 
Webster, Franklin and 
Thayer counties, Nebraka, and reach- 
ed over into Kansas, where reports 
are coming in slowly of great destruc- 
tion. 

The towns of Carleton, Fairfield, 
Desplaer, *Shickley, Geneva, Frank- 
lin, Byron and ‘Riverton, Neb., are 
among those visited by the storm. 

At Carleton five residences and two 
churches were destroyed, while a new 
school building and thirty. houses 
tere partly wrecked! 

At Geneva the sterm wrought great 
destruction, and in the adjacent coun- 
ty. claimed sevpral victims, dead or 
injured, 

At Fairficld more than forty build- 
ings were partly wrecked or demolish- 


j ed. The loss there will exceed $100,- 
000. ~ 


Trains in all directions are oban- 


; doned because of wash-outs and de- 


stroyed’ roadbeds. 

The storm ‘has covered such a wide 
area and been so destructive that 
hundreds of farmers drove into the 
towns seeking shelter, many of them 
being: homeless. Telephone communi- 
cations was established with Cheater. 
The postmaster reported ten «deaths 
near Byron, but he could give little 
definite information. 

Following the tornado, rain soakel 
the homeless sufferers. making their 
lot doubly harsh.

“It is. unquestionable that there 
is an increasing tendency for mak- 
ems to get quit of theit clk 
quickly as possible. In a great 
many instances goods aro moved 
out much too podm, in some cases 
even within tw® er thtec daya of 
manovfacture. Tho result. has deen 
that the natura] procoss of matur. 
ing has becn/artosted and such 
cheese arrives here jnsipid in flav- 
or and jn a condition which re- 
flects_anything- but credit upon 
the product.” asey 

The Bristo] Aasociation says; 

“This means the forcing Into cons 
sumption of immature, or in other 
words, inferior cheese, resulting in 

Midospread dissatisfaction. Need- 

less to say, the tendency of* this 
is to bring Canadian checao into 

disfavor, and if persisted in, it is 
bound greatly to cuttail consump- 
tion.”

Warning given above will bo heeded, 
and that Canadian.checs: amen wijl 
not be foojish enough to kill the 
Boose which lays the golden egg.

ALIVE, FROZEN TO DEAD 


Shipwrecked Sailor Found, in 
Centre of Ice Cake. 





Was Attached to Corpses of Ship- 
mates—Two Weeks Imprisoned in 
Congealed Water—Rescued by Sea- 
men Off Alaska—Will Be Cripple 
For Life—Nine of the Schooner's 
Crew Perished, 


New York, June &—According to a 
report. received here yesterday - by 
Supt. Lyman Bundy of the maritime 
exchange from Victoria, B.C.,,“‘Steam- 
boat Pete,’’ o survivor of the schoon- 
er, John F, Miller, which was, wreck- 
ed in Alaskan waters, was found alive 
in the centre of an ice cake two weeks 
after the disaster. He was frozen to 
the bodies of two of his shipmates. ’. 

Pete is now at Northwestern Har- 
bor and has recovered, but he will 
be a cripple all his life. 

_The original report was that: Pete 
was found frozen to the dead‘ men 
on the wreck, but it turns. out that 
the. survivor and the bodies were 
found ashore in a cake. of ice. 

When the rescuing’ party came 
actoss the picce of ice they cut it 
open with an axe out of curiosity, 
not suspecting what they would find. 

The Miller, commanded by Cap- 
tain Kelton, sailed from San Francis- 
co with thirty-one men for the fish- 
ing station at~Pirate Cove. While 
tryiig to assist the schooner Glen. 
which was ashore, the Miller was hit 
by a howling northeast’and struck in 
Bear Harbor, Unimak Island, Alaska. 

That was on Jan, 8. The ‘tempera- 
ture was 10 degreca below zero, and 
an .hour: after the vessel was cast 
ashore her hull was broke~in two. 
The after section drifted ‘ashore, and 
nineteen of twenty-one men on that 
part of the hulk reached land after a 
terrible experience. Two were drown- 
ed. The forward section’ of sthe vea- 
sel, holding eight men, drifted sea- 
ward, and with the exception of the 
man who was afterward found alive 
in the cake of ice, none of the men 
on it escaped. Neither was that por- 
tion of the hull seen again. 

The codfishing schooner -Ivy had 
‘put some tach ashore on Unimiak Is- 
land to get bait, when ‘two members 
of her-crew. ran--across-the piece of 
ice, contaihing the living and the 
dead. Steamboat Pete was frozcn face 
to face to another sailor, while a dead 
Tiépre sailor was frozen to the back 
of “Steamboat Pete.”

Silhouettes are usually associated 
with’portraiture, but many novel dec- 
orative effects are obtainable’ by pho- 
tographing flowers and stil! life in the 
silhouette stylc, and the resulting pic- 
tures may be made very aseful for a 
multitude of purposes, among which _ 
‘may be mentioned menu and invitation 
cards and greetings of various kinds. ' 

The procedure is simple and requires 
no complicated or expensive apparatus. 






A JAPANESE EFVECT. 


First obtain an old packing case, such 
os an empty sugar box, and knock out 
the-top and bottom. Over one end 
fasten a sheet of white tissue paper. 
Next place the box on a table near,a 
window, with the tissue paper back- 
ground toward the window, so as ‘to 
get a good amount of strong and ereo 
light. A window facing north is prefer- 
able, but if the sun docs not actually 
shine on the tissue paper screen this 
ia not essential, The camera ts placed 
at the other end of the box, the lens, 
of course, pointing {nside, and the ap- 
paratus Js complete and ready. for use.

Success In this 
branch of silhouette photography de- 
pends mainly on the cholce and proper 
grouping of the subjects. Care sbould 
be taken that the component parts of 
the composition detach themselves 
clearly aud make barmonious and con- 
trasting arrangements of Mne. Any or- 
dinary slow plate nay be used for the 
silhouette work, but a backed plate Is 
to bo preferred. Exposure should be , 
short enough to keep the objects al- | 
most transparent on the negative. A 
few trials. will soon determine what 
length of exposure is necessary at any 
time of the year. For the illustrations 
shown an exposure of half a minute 
was found sufficient.

terday morning, after G. W. Fowler, 
Haughton Lennox and R. L. Borden 
had complained of the Government's 
attitude in delaying supply and try- 
ing to create the impression that the 
Opposition was to blame, the Prime 
Minister made a statement 5 
The Government had been plainly 
informed in the House that no more 
supply would be granted and no 
other business passed until the Gov- 
ernment had dropp:d the first and 
seventeenth clauses of the election 
bill. - 
Clause 17 of the election bill had 
been attacked by the Opposition ou 
the ground that it was aimed at de- 
stroying the secrecy of the ballot. 
But the truth was that the clause 
was merely drawn to guard against 
honest electors. being disfranchised 
by the acts’ of returning officers. 
This was a.matter which the Gov- 
emment was quite prepared to dis- 
cuss ,with the House. But in the 
meantime the first duty of Parlia- 
ment was to vote the supplies which 
are required for the conduct of 
public services. The available sup- 
plies had been exhausted in the mid- 
dle of May, yet the Opposition had

The amateur who wishes to\obisin 
the greatest possible pleasure from the 
flowers he can grow should study the 
characteristics of cach kod" he-chooses 
“and see that cach serves a purpose. 
Should he love fragrance he will find 
Nicotiana affnis, with its abundant 
star shaped “white flowers, delightful 
in its perfume on a summer's evening. 
It is an ‘excellent plant for a border | 
planted in front of taller growlvg. 
shrubs. 

He should study color’ effects in lay- 
ing out his flower:beds. For a; bed 
where a mass of yellow ts desired gold- 
en California poppy is useful. 1t must 
be sown where it ls to bloom, as it 
does not'transplant well. for side 
and back fences clumps of single and 
double hollyhocks are good, planted in 
masses, A flower which grows almost 
as high as a hollybock is Rudbeckla 
Golden Glow, which produces a wealth 
of golden Sowers good for cutting. 

In a back yard garden it is a good 
plan to devote the space in front of 
one fence to dabitas. and cosmos, for 
these are sure to-please the most fas- 
tidious flower lover. If there bappens 
to be a sunny exposure in the garden. 
plant a few pompon chrysanthemums, 
which are hardy. They will give an 
effective display of tiny flowers in the 
autumn. The drummond! pbloxes are 
exceedingly pretty low growing an- 
nuals, very showy {n mass, They last 
but a few weeks In bloom in a warm 
and exposed situation, 

Of the dahlias the cactus and decora- 
tive forms are becoming more and 
more popular erery year. They should 
bo planted, if possible, so thelr Inte 
blossoms in August, September and 
even later will help make the garden 
bright after many other flowers havé 
ceased blooming. ;

Dr. Shearer Says There Has Been Improvement and| 





ffeads Letters From Premier on the Subject— 
\ Assembly Declare For Church Union—Presby-.

Winnipeg, June 10.—Dr. Lringh,- 
apostle of clean living in the’ Yukon, 
held the Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly enthralled for two hours yester- 
day while he scathingly denounced 
the scandals which he said had pol- 
luted public and private life in Daw- 
son City. “I ’am in the open and I 
am going to stay thera” he said; 
“neither church nor state will get 
me behind the fence again. I am Bo- 
ing to stay right down in the rough 
and tumble, where Jesus of Nazareth’ 
. 5 
“LT have never believed in taking 
these’ matters into the pulpit, but I 
believe that tho teaching of Christ 
should make itself felt in every branch 
of life, giving me grace and 
courage T-intend to keep right on, 
for the foundation of our national 
life must be laid in righteousness.” 
Such’ was the trend of his summing 
up after he had exposed debauchery 
and vice, and clectoral corruption 
which, according to his’ story, is un- 
paralleled. 3 

After outlining his fruitlesa efforts 
of the past six years*to get the Fed- 
eral Government to purge the Yukon. 
Dr. Pringle said the only way to deal 
with such political villainy 4nd moral 
turpitude was to shake one's fist in 
its face. There was a point, he went 
on, where chatity ended and righteous 
indignation began, and that point had 
been reached, and he ended by quot- 
ing the words of Christ: “‘Ye serpents, 
ye generation of vipers, how shall ye 
escape the damnation of hel!?’’

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HITCHCOCK IS CONFIDENT. 
Believes Jury Will Acquit—Girl Again

New York, June 10.—When the trial 
of Raythond Hitchcock, accused of ut- 
tacking Helen Von Hagen when sho 
was 16 years old, was resumed in the 
criminal branch of the Supreme Court 
yesterday, Hitchcock was in a cheer- 
ful frame of mind.

He 
asked her ta go for“a ride in his auto- 
mobile. She went down to his home 
on Great Neck and had dinner there, 
and Elsie Voecks, a girl younger than 
herself, was with her. 

Subsequently, she said, she went to 
Hitcheock’s room in the “house of 
the green shutters,’” West Twenty-first 
street, Flora Whiston was with her. 

On another occasion, it is alleged, 
Hitchcock tried to‘attack Elsie Voecks.

Detachments already have in- 
vaded Persian territory. .The Turkish 
eccupation of the District of Azer- 
birinan, west of, Urumiah Lake, has 
been carried out in a systematic man- 
ner, und the Mahod of Administra- 
tion of this territory is similar to the 
administration in Segularly annexed 
territory, which would scem to indi- 
cate that the Turks mean to remain 
permanently. Bodies of Turkish regu- 
lars, who have followed in the wake 
of the Turkish tribesmen, have cum- 
meneed to collect revenues, 

In spite of the proverbial Turkish 
slowness, a customs house has been 
established at Kehlur, some miles in- 
land from Urumiah. The Turks have 
svized salt mines belonging to the 
Persian crown, and have expelled the 
Shah's officials, 

There is every indication, says the 
despatches, that the Turks are taking 
full advantage of the disturbed con- 
litions in Persia to seize a valuable 
strategical wedge of the country.

INSURANCE IN CANADA, 


Interesting Figures of Last Year's 
Business In That Line. 


The Minister of Finance at Ottawa 

as presented to Parliament an ab- 
stract of statements of insurance com- 
panies in Canada for 1907. 

It shows that the total amount of 
life ingurance effected in Canada dar- 
ing the year was $90,854,483, a de- 
crease of $4,158,723 as compared with 
1896; but a falling off ot nearly ten 
millions as compared with 1905. 

. To the decrease for 1907 as com: 

ed .with the preceding year Can 
companies contributed $179,937; Brit. 
ish companies $970,683, and American 
companies $4,158,723. 

The premium income of athe life in- 
surance companies shows, however, 
an increase of $782,586, the total being

betrayed his country, and was not 
worthy to wear its uniform, ‘Two sub- 
alterns then took off his .eword and 
stripped him» of his chevrons and 
buttons. One of the subatterns broke 
the sword across his. knee and threw 
the broken blade at Ullmo’s feet. In 
this plight Ullmo was compelled to 
march’at. the head/of._ squad of sol- 
dierssaround the rectangle’ amid-the 
hoots and jeers of the crowd- He 
walked with his bare head sunk upon 
his \ breast: cand” hia cyes staring 
straight in front of him. Tears were 
streaming down his face. 

Several thousand recruits, who wit- 
nessed Ullmo’s degradation, were 
greatly impressed by the ceremony. 
Ulimo nt be deported to French

Question of Price Raised In the House 
of Commons, 

Londom June 13.—The retail trade

The rest may reason and welcome, 

"Tis we musicians know. 

What are “the substantlals of Ife?” 
Belence ts certalnly one of them, but 
there are at least three others—art, eth- 
{cs and religioa—and If we allow that 
the one is only here and there touched 
with emotion the other three are surely 
saffased with it through and through. 
And the relation of music to all three 
of them as surely needs no argument In 
its proof, for music is itself an art. It 
is a potent Infivence upon character, 
and it Is of the very essence of religiou. 

But, being as much more than sound

In ten minutes, more or 
less, the water will run clean and 
clear and you appear to have a nodule 
of yellow, firm, vegetable gum, which 
you are tempted to call “pure” gluten. 
Eecome 2 gum chewer for once and 
keep a-chewlng for a couple of hours. 
At the end of this timo the quantity 
of gluten {fs less than when you took 
it from the hydrant. What bas hap- 
pened? You have simply mechanically 
crushed and broken the gum: maes, 
exposing the infinitesimally fife starch 
cells to the moisture of the mouth and 
the washing out of the raw insoluble 
starch has continued, just an extension 
of the sink washing process, with 
greater mechanical elaboration to ex- 
pose tho entangled starch cell. Nov 
take the picce of gluten to an analy:.: 
chemist, When his report comes jn 
you read “starch 15 or 18 or. maybe 20 
per cent, gluten 85, 82 or 80 per rent,” 
and begin to appreciate for the first 
Ume what real gluten is, — Scientific 
American. :

MY LINEN CLOSET. 








My, linen chest, says a housewife in 
Good Housekeeping, Is of solid wood 
“thirty-five inches high and forty-six 
inches wide. It is divided across the 
center into two compartmefiits, each 
with a drop door thirty-nine inches 





wiie and twelve inches deep. These 
doors are supported by chains and 
fergn a good resting place for the linen 
‘while being selected. Each compart- 
ment Is again divided by a sliding sheif 
which has a deep groove on the under 
side, fire inches from either end. These 
are made wide enough for the insertion 
of four fingers, making It easy to draw 
tho shelf out and thus show exactly 
what {t holds. The upper door has a 
spring latch and the lower one a lock 
and key. In tho latter the finer arti- 
cles put away with no fear of their 
being bandied. This chest can be made 
perfectly plain or as ornamental as one 
may wish. In this case the prevailing 
style of woodwork in the dining room 
was followed.

Finances. — 
“In the Houre of Commons recent- 
lyly Intercolonial “Rallway finances 
made a gloomy showing. Hon. Mr. 
Graham undertook to explain .ths 
situation and revealed a great 
pearcity, of information. He doca not 
yét know, how much was expended 
on eapital account in the yoar that 
closed “with Match last. But bo ad- 
mits tbat the alleged excess df carn- 
ings over expenses is only $16,000. 
He calls this a surplus, though a 
Bross-examination by Mr. Fowler re- 
Vealed the fact that there is a heavy 
deficit.. Mr. Fowler ascertained from 
the Minister what was tho lifetime 
of & locomotive and of the various 
kinds of cara. Ho found out how 
many, of cach were on the road und 
thus earned what number would bo 
required every year to keep. good 
the stock. “The price of cach wag 
furnished to Mr. Grabam by his de- 
puty, and it ,was ascertained that 
$896,000 would have been required 
to keep good the rojling stock ulone, 
to pay nothing of the depreciation 
of rails and other plant. ‘This $890,- 
000 and the other depreciation was 
made good: out of capita} account, 
that is ‘by borrowed moncy. The 
real deficit was over $1,000,000. 

But taking the Govcrnment 
tem wo have this comparison:

Inu April Mr. Graham stated that 
the wurplus for the 9 months end- 
ing Dec. 3ist, 1907, was $379,024. 
The next three months_cut this dawn 
to $16,000, making a deficit of $363,- 
000 from January to Apri), though 
the winter was not severe. The two 
spring months of April and May 
show a decrease of $180,000 in carne 
ings compared with the same 
months jast’ year, so we are in for 
an enormous admitted deficit in the 
current year. 

Iu this connection the fact may 
be recailed that in the last four 
years of the Conservative Govern- 
ment, 1833-4-5-G, there were three 
surpluses and one deficit, with a 
toral deficit +of only $25,000. This 
was at a time when railroads all 
over America were run at a loss, 
and many were going Into liquida- 
tion. Now these railroads are near- 
ly all paying*good dividends. The 
Laurier Government has spent over 
$25,000,000 on the Intercojonial on 
construction account in yotder to 
make it a paying proposition: Yo. 
day it is giving a wores Teturn by 
$1,000,000 2 year, if honest Btate- 
ments were made, than it did twefV¥e 
years ago. Even on the statements 
presented it gives no return jn 
earnings for the §25,000,000 spent, 
though the freight rates have been 
fargely increased. f 

The Government has excused large 
capital ouflay on the Interéolonial 
by pleading that it was requited for 
increased business. Bat business ia 
now fajling off and the vote for 
capilal continues. {t ia evident that 
the vote to capital is Neceasary fo 
kecp the road Tunning, since the 
revenue docs not kecp up the equip. 
mncnt. 

By way of economy the Govern. 
meot is cutiing down the working 
staff. Mr. Stanfield, of Colehoater, 
points out that enginecra have been 
laid off or: made firemen, firemen 
havo been discharged, conductors and 
brakemen Jald“off and ordinary hands 
dismissed, causing privation and suf. 
fering. But there is no Teduction in 
the staff pf patty officials, On the 
contrary, places on the official staff 
are always found for politicians and 
their friends. S80 while the Inter- 
colonial “wages” bill may be alight- 
ly reduced, the “salary account” 
grows jarger. * "3

Old-Time Railway Engineer in Lon- 
~ don, Ont., Telis His Story. 
Mr. John Hall was one of the first 
men to run a railway {rain into Lon- 
don. He first worked on a locomotive 


in 1846 in Englund. 
The locomotive was one built by 
George Stephenson in 1819, and was

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about two feet long. These frequently 
shook out of place or hers aot it 
was necessary to cut a out of a 
nearby. hedge to fill up the vacancy.

Crushed Under Derrick. 

Welland, June 22.—The first fatality 
at the huge plant of the Cansdian 
Portland Cement Co. of Port Col- 
borne, which has just begun opera- 
tion, took place on Saturdays when 
Alexander Cross, engineer, lost his 
life by the overturning of a traveling 
derrick. He was crushed under the 
boiler. The body was horribly burn-. 
ed and scalded. The derrick was used 
in the quarries for lifting limestone;

was prepared in clay and experiments 
were tried upon this model, in order 
to arrive at a definite plan of pro- 


ure. 
When it had been determined how. 
best to go on, a special box, with slid- 
ing sides, was prepared and the dia- 
mond was imbedded in cement and 
placed on the top of a stick, not unlike 
a large drumstick, dnd an incision 
about one-half of an inch ‘in’ depth 
was made by another stick, in which 
was em ed 2 ‘sharp-cutting dia- 
mond, edge upward. When the inci- 
sion was made a specially constructed 
knife blade wan placed in the slit and, 
struck with terrific force with a thick 
piece. of steel, cleaving the stone in 
twain. The cleaving, which took 
place some time ago, was performed 
in the presence of several experts. 

Now that the stone has been cleft, 
Mr. Asscher said, the process of pol- 
ishing it is under way. Thrée men 
work in ‘one room from 7 o'clock in the 
morning until 9 o’clock at night, and 
never leave for. one instant during 
that period of time. These men are 
in a specially arranged room and no 
tne else is permitted to enter it with- 
out the consent of some member of.the 
firm, who thereupon accompanies the 
visitor. . 

The polishing of the diamonds has 
required the manufacture of special 
instruments. A special ‘“‘dop,” as it 
is called, has been made,° weighing. 
about 20 pounds and measuring about 
six inches across. The mill used is 
of cast iron and steel and is 151-2 
inches across, making 2.400 revolu- 
fions a minute. The sid lubricated 





with a preparation consigting of erpsh- 
ed diamond powder and ofl and neces- 
sarily a large quantity is utilized. As 
the “dop” is heavy, it is impossible 
to take the big diamond from the mill 
with the hand. as is usual, and there- 
fore a special instrument has been 
made for the purpose.. The mechani- 
cal device sis so Constructed that it 
works by foot power and raises the 
diamond from the mill. 

That part of the stone which is be- 
ing prepared for King Edward -will 
be between, 500 and 600 carats in 
weight and of the purest color> said 
Mr. Asscher. Then he told of the ex- 
trao dinery, precautions observed to 
guard stich a precious possession. 

“The janfond.” he said, “is kept 
in the strong room of our’ new fgctory 
and is guarded day and night by four 
armed policemen. This strong room 
is on the ground floor of the factory 
and the walls of it are three-quarters 
of a yard thick and of strong iron. 
The door can be opened cals by as 
combination’ of numbers,- which is 
known to no one but three members 
of the firm.” ¢ 

“Once the door is opened: a strong 
iron-barred door is displayed to view, 
and this has to be unlocked. before 
the sirong room can be entered. At 
the left tithe omen there is a mahog- 
any cup _of ordinary appearance, 
with two handles, but with no locks 
visible. There are. however, nine 
locks behind the sliding panel. The 
door of the safe is eight inches thick 
and -it conceals two’ safes, in-one of 
which ‘the Cullinan: diamond ‘reposes 
at night. 2 } 

“We observe . still further. precau- 
tions, however. The head of the firm, 
accompanied by no fewer than ten 
men, takes the diamond to its secure 
resting place for-the night and re 
turns it to the working room in the 
morning.

Oliver Says Land Bill Isto Help the 
Hudson Bay Road. 

Ottawa, June 24.—The Oliver land 
bill was taken up in the House yes- 
terday. Mr. Oliver told the House 
that the pre-emption clause of the 
bill’ introduced and’ withdrawn last 
year was designed to bring sufficient 
revenue into the coffers of the coun- 
try to enable’ the Government to un- 
dertake or. assist the building of the 
Hudson Bay Railway. The clause 
was to replace a provision of the old 
land bil, providing a subsidy of six 
and a half anillion. acres to a railway 
ae of the Saskatchewan to Hudson 

'¥- ‘ 


The provision of last year was at- 
tacked because of its sweeping char- 
acter, and its possible effect on mone- 
tary conditions. The whole of the 
Northwest was affected. Under the 
present bill the pre-emption area is 
restricted to add numbered sections 
in the great central prairie districts. 


Mr. Oliver believed that with this 


limitation there would jstill be en- 
ough revenue for the Hudson Bay 
Railway undertaking: 

Mr. Oliver estimated that the Hud- 
son Bay Railway would be about 500 
miles long and would cost $30,000 a 
mile.

+ Bofore be left Toronto for Now York 
he wan heard to remark miore than 
anco, “I am ready to go when death 
cqemes; I am oot afraid to die" 

Rov. Joseph Wild was pastor of tha 
Episcopal Metbodivt church In. this 
city, which bullding is now used an 
part of tho works of the “Marsh 
and Henthorne foundry. From ‘that 
building the congregation moved to 
the Tabernacle. Some yeara ugo Dr, 
Wild was widely known as a popular 
preacher and lecturer. Ho went 
{roi here to the Bond st. Congre- 
gatlooal church, in Toronto, and was 
ie a long time éne © of ‘tha. most 
prominent divines in| the ‘Queen City.

Granted at Boston fn 1648 and Was 
Called 2 Monopoly. 

To the general cout of Massachu- 
setts belongs the hb of granting 
the first American patent. This was 
in 1648 and was then. designated as a 
monopoly. Jt was confined to the re- 
sion controlled by Massachusetts, and 
the one issve apparently Included al! 
the invention of the Inventor connect- 
ed with engines that depended upon 
water. for thelr motive power. The 
limit of the monopoly was foaurtecn 
years, and the court not only retained 
Dower to forbid exportation, but to 
prevent exorbitant charges upon the 
publle for thelr use, The patent was 
issued In this form: 

“Jenkes Monopolye—At a general) 
Courte at Boston the’ Gth of the 3th 
Mo 1648 The cor’t consid’Inge ye ne- 
cessity of raising such manifactures 
of engins of mils to go by water for 
speedy dispatch of much worke with 
few hands, and belog sufficiently in- 
formed‘ of ye ability of ye petition to 
peforme such workes grant bis peti- 
tion (yef no Othr per-sen shall set up 
or use any such new invention, or 
trade for fourteen yeares without ye 
Ucense'of him the sald Joseph Jenkes) 
80 farr as concernes any such new In- 
vention, & so st shal] be alwayes In yo 
powr of this co'te to restrain ye ex- 
portation of such»manufactures & ye 
prizes of them to moderation If occa- 
sion 80 require.” 

This inventor, Joseph Jenkes, or 
Jenks, a8 it woukl now be spelled, 
came from Uammersmith, England, 
settled In Lynn in 1643 and died in 
1082-3; aged eightyone He was a 
blacksmith and machinist, made tho 
dies for the colning of the “Pine 
Tree” money and built the first fre 
engine in this country, altogether a 
man of ‘great Inrentive genius and the 
ancestor ofa large number of descend- 
ants, Ono of his sous remored to
